Recent proceedings in the Hun- 


garian Parliament disclosed a most 
remarkable discovery, which, were 
it not so conclusively authenticated, 
would foe almost* impossible to be- 
lieve. The story, as condensed from 
the official reports, is that two peas- 
ants, or, rather shepherds, from the 
island of Ivan-Egerzeg, near the 
ancient city of Veszprim, and not 
far from Lobe Balatol, came to Pesth, 
and to a jeweler offered some brok- 
en fragments oi what evidently was 
some very old golden ornament for 
female wear -probably a bracelet or 
band for the upper arm. The jew- 
eler questioned the shepherds, and, 
their answers being nnsatisfactory, 
he had the men arrested on sus- 
picion of being thieves. On the ex- 
amination tlicv told a tale which was 
•O astonishing that it was com- 
niTjnicntcd <o the Minister of the 
Interior, and this functionary or- 
dered nn in\ estimation by scientific 
officer". Tli" information of 
the 


shepherds wiu that in the woods 
skirting Ivan-Kgcrzeg, where they 
had sonu1 hut- for shelter -when out 
at niprlit, the.) had been digging at a 
little hill, wanting the earth for 
bnilding purposes. Suddenly they 
came 
upon 
what 
appeared to 


be a square structure of brick 
walls, with a stone covering the 
aperafnro. 
Removing this stone, 


they found that these walls inclosed 
an opening into the earth, and re- 
solved to sound its depth. Lowering 
a stone tied to a rope, they ascertained 
that the shaft, about three feet in 
diameter, or nine feet square, de- 
scended perpendicularly to a depth 
of over a hundred feet. The pebble 
they hnd lowered reached what 
seemed like a stone floor beneath, 
and from the sound itself, they 
judged that this opening must lead 
to some large subterranean cavern 
or hall. 
They agreed to keep their discov- 


ery a secret and to explore the mys- 
tery. A day or two afterward the 
shepherds were again at work. They 
prepared a small 
square board, 


freighted with stones, and in the 
center of it they placed three light- 
ed candles. 
This they let down 


' through the shaft, and by the light 


of the candles they saw distinctly 
that the inner sides of the shaft were 
smooth and apparently ended in 
gome large apartment. As the can- 
dles continacd to burn all the way 
down, they came to the conclusion 
that the air could not be vitiated.and 
that it would be safe to go down 
They next prepared a rope-ladder 
of the requisite length, secured sev- 
eral lanterns, and then one of them 
let himself down the shaft. At the 
bottom he stood in wonder as he 
gazed 
upon 
a 
large 
square 


halls, the 
walls 
covered 
with 


faded paintings, chairs, benches and 
tables standing around, ornamented 
with gold and ivory, and large, 
heavy doors, hung on golden hinges, 
leading to other rooms. The shep- 
herd climbed the ladder and told his 
companion of the discovery. Both 
of them -went down together, and, 
walking abont, found themselves in 
a succession of rooms abounding 
with elaborately carved furniture of 
a style they had never seen before. 
In some of them were low, large 
stands, evidently once used for beds. 
There were also closets, bureaus 
containing armlets, rings, medals, 
coins, 
daggers, 
chains, 
swords, 


shields and hemleta. There were 
also breastplates of leather, covered 
with iron and studded with orna- 
ments in gold. Some of the armlets 
they took away, broke them up, and 
carried 
them to Pesth for sale, 


in which transaction they were 
arrested, as above stated. 
The 


officers of the Hnngarion Min- 
istry of the Interior began their 
investigation under the ancient law 
which makes all such discoveries the 
property of the crown, and their re- 
port, as communicated to Parlia- 
ment, is still more starling. Their 
researches clearly establish it as a 
fact that this subterranean structure 
was undoubtedly an old Roman 
castle, built many centuries before 
the Huns and Magyars left their 
Asiastic homes to invade this part of 
of Europe. This section of Hun- 
gary was the province of Pannonia. 
of the Roman Europe, and in the 
vicinity of Lake Balaton there was 
a large permanent Roman camp, the 
agricultural 
and 
military 
set- 


tlements of the Romans extending 
for many tailes, and traces of the 
Roman occupation, which continued 
down to the sixth century of the 
Christian era, have repeatedly been 
found. But how this vast structure, 
which is said to cover two acres, and 
built two stories high, with massive 
walls of stone and brick, was cov- 
ered with earth to the depth of more 
than sixty feet, over which a forest 
of heavy timber had grown up- a 
forest, too, that is mentioned as ex- 
isting in the oldest preserved chron- 
icle* of the kingdom the officers 
have so far found, is impossible to 
account for. In one room several 
skeletons of hnman beings have 
been found, bnt the bones were 
too much decayed to indicate with 
certainty the race to which they 
belong. As a thorough search of 
this wonderful building is now pro- 
posed, farther developments may 
clear up the mystery. 
The shaft 


through which the first discovery 
was made is believed to have been 
either a chimney or an observatory 
or a lookout, as iron hooks have been 
found fastened to the walls inside, to 
which means of ascent and descent 
were probably attached. The Minis- 
ter of the Interior has asked for a 
preliminary appropriation of 100,000 
florins to make a more full examina- 
tion, and also demanded authority to 
commence work at once, digging 
out the whole earth burying the 
plaee. and thus bring to the eyes of 
the nineteenth century evidence of 
Roman provincial life, hidden from 
the light of day possibly for fifteen 
eentanee*

A Modern Pnnlo War. 


Barnes, the schoolmaster in a 


suburban town, read in the "Educa- 
tional Monthly" that boys could be 
taught history better than in any 
other way by letting each boy in the 
class represent some historical char- 
acter, and relate the acts of that 
character as if he had done them 
himself. 
This struck Barnes as a 


mighty good idea, and he resolved 
to trv it on.

When 
the time came, Barnes 


ranged the Romans on one side of 
the room and the Carthagenians on 
the other. The recitation was very 
spirited, each party telling about its 
deeds with extraordinary unction. 
After a while Barnes asked a Roma* 
to describe the battle of Canmc. 
Whereupon 
the Romans heaved 


their copies of Wayland's Moral 
Science at the enemy. Then the 
Carthagenians made a battering rum 
out of a bench and jammed it among 
the Romans, who retaliated with a 
volley of books, slntes and chewed 
paper balls. Barnes concluded that 
the battle of Canna; had been suf- 
ficiently illustrated, and he tried to 
stop it; but the warriors considered 
it too good a thing to let drop, and 
accordingly the Carthasenians sailed 
over to the Romans with another 
battering ram and thumped a couple 
of them in the stomach. 


When the Romans turned in, anc 


the light became general. 
A earth 


ageuian would grasp a Roman by the 
hair and hustle him around over thp 
desks in a manner that was simply 
frightful to behold, and a Ronmi 
would give a fiendish whoop anc 
knock a Carthagenian over the heac 
with Oreenleaf's Arithmetic. Han 
nital got the head of Scipio Arti 
canus under the arm, and Scipio, in 
his efforts to break away, stumbled 
and the two generals fell and had f 
rough and tumble fight under the 
black-board. Caius Gracchus tackled 
Hamilcar with a ruler, and the latter 
inhis struggles to get looscfell agains 
the stove and knocked down abou 
thirty feet of stove pipe. Thereupon 
the Romans made a grand i-ally, and 
in five minutes they ran the entire 
Carthagenian army out of the school 
room, and Barnes along with it, and 
then they locked the door and began 
to hunt up the apples and lunch in 
the desks of the enemy. 


After consuming the supplies they 


went to the windows and made disa- 
greeable remarks to the Carthageni- 
ans who were standing in the yard, 
and dared old Barnes to bring the 
foe once more into battle array. 
Then Barnes went for a policeman, 
and when he knocked at the door it 
was opened, and all the Romans were 
found busy studying their lessons. 
When Barnes came in with the de- 
feated troops he went for Scipio 
Africanus, and, pulling him out of 
his seat by the ear, he thrashed that 
great military genius with a rattan 
until Scipio began to cry, where- 
upon Barnes dropped him and began 
to paddle Cains Grucchns. 
Then 


things settled down in the old way, 
and next morning Barnes announced 
that history in the future would be 
studied as it always had been; and 
he wrote a note the Educational 
Monthly to say that in his opinion 
the man who suggested the new sys- 
tem ought to be led otit and shot. 
The boys do not now take as much 
interest in Roman history as they 
did on thnt'day.—Ma r Adder in Phil- 
adelphia Bulletin.
